Justice Peck - 
ham, in the deciding opinion, said that the 
law is not an act merely fixing the number 
of hours which shall constitute a legal day's 
work, but an Absolute prohibition on the 
employer permitting under any cireum- 
stances more than ten hours’ work to be done 
in his establishment. Me continued: 

The employé may desire to earn the 
money Which would arise from his cay 
more than the prescribed time, but this 
statute forbids the em er from permitting 
the employé to earn it. It necessarily inter- 
feres with the right of contract between the 
employer and employé, concerning the num- 
ber of hours in which the latter we lahor 
in the bakery of the employer. 

The general rights to make a contract in 
relation to his business is part, of the lib- 
erty of the individual protected by the four- 
teenth amendment to the federal constitu- 
tion. Under that provision no state can de- 
e any person of life, liberty, or property 
without due process of law. The right to 
purchase or to sell labor is part of the lib- 
arty protected by this amendment unless 

Not Within Police visors. 

The justice referred to the exceptions com- 
ing under the head of the police powers of 
the state, and after considering that point 
at length concluded that the present case 
did not fall within the police power. 

“The question whether this act is valid as 
a labor law pure and simple may.“ he said, 
„be dismissed in a few words. There is no 
reasonable ground for interfering with the 
Hberty of persons or the right of free contract 
by determining the hours of labor in the oo- 
cupation of a baker. Bakers are in no sense 
wards of the state. Viewed in the light of a 
purely labor law, with no reference what- 
ever to the question of health, we think that 
a law like the one before us involves neither 
the safety, thd morals, nor the welfare of the 
public, and that the interest of the public is 
not in the slightest degree affected by such

SECRETARY IS SELF-SLAIN, 


Broken in Health, Thomas 0. Haynes, 
Veteran Printer, Shoots Himself 


in health. and to attend to 
the duties of an active business life, Thomas 
C. Haynes, who had been secretary of the 
Rand- McNally company since its organiza- 
tion in 1872, shot and killed himself in his 
room at the Marquette club yesterday morn- 
ing. A coroner's jury agreed that he 92 
ended his Ufe while despondent. * 

Mr. Haynes, who was 72 years old, had 
lived at the club for about two years. A 
daughter, Mrs. Herbert P. Moyer, 377 East 
Superior street, survives him. Mr. Moyer 
was out of the city yesterday, The funeral 
arrangements will be be announced after his 

A year ago Mr. Haynes edith fa thea, and 
he had not been able to attend to his work 
except at intervals since that time. Mr. 
Haynes was found seated at a table in the 
middle of his room, dead. A bullet wound 
was 1 in his right temple and a revolver 
was still held in his hand. He left no notes 
or letters indicating why he had committed 
suicide. After the coroner's jury had viewed 
the body it was taken in charge by B. E. 
Arntgen, an undertaker. When Mrs. Moyer 
was notified of the death of her father, she 
became hysterical. She was unab| e to be 
present at the inquést, 

Mr. Haynes was one of the oldest printers 
in Chicago. He was an employé ot the — 
Tribune Job Printing company in 1881. 
and remained with the company when it = | 
came the Rand-MoNally a f 


years later. 

Mr. Haynes’ BS was due, chiefly, to 
the fact that he stuck to his case, being made 
foreman of THE TRIBUNE job office in 1865, 
said Henry R. Boss, 4 printer who worked 
with Mr. Haynes at that time., When the 
‘Rand-McNally people took charge of the 
printing house, he knew all of the details of 
the bustmess.“ 

William Lehmar 60 years ola, was found 
dead at his home. ood street, last 
night, apparently having committed suicide, 
as evidenced bya wound in his head inflicted 
with a revolver which lay beside him.
